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‘ Canada's Restless Summer 


Mid-summer hung like a shim- 
/ mering veil over the nation thi 
‘week, and Canadians went abou 
their daily affairs conscious that 
this “quiet time” of year would 
soon give way to the bustle of 
fall. 


But for the moment, fall 


\ seemed light years away. For ¢ 


this has been “a long, hot sum- 
mer for most Canadians and 
there seemed little respite from 
mercury-melting temperatures 
whether in the backyard or on 
the beach. 


On The Beach. To Canadians 
in this summer of 1966, that 
phrase has none of the ominous 
portents of Nevil Shute’s novel 
of a few years ago which fore- 
told the end of the world in nu- 
clear fire. 


Vietnam; for all the escalation 
brought by U.S. bombings and 
Hanoi’s expressed willingness to 
“fight, fight, fight,’’ seemed fur- 
ther away than ever. 

If Canadians’ thoughts were 
turned to anything other than 
their private affairs this week, 
it was to purely domestic mat- 
ters. The kind of matters which 
concern Canadians but are of 
little moment to the world at 
large. 

For senior high school stu- 

. dents whose summer jobs earn 
them money which eases their 
dependence on Dad, July and 
August give them an escape into 
the adult world. But youngsters 
not of working age might be 
better off — and happier — 
back in the tlassroom during at 
least some of these hot weeks. 
The long summer vacation, it 
must be remembered, is a relic 
of our wholly agricultural past 
when child labor was needed on 

the family farm and “book lear- 
nin’ ” was something to be con- 
fined to the unproductive ‘win- 
ter months. 


How all that has changed! 
- Manual farm chores for children 
have become fewer and farm 
prosperity today hinges on ma- 
chinery and fertilizer, plus rain. 
This summet’s near-drought 
in Eastern Canada put new 
wrinkles in the worried brows 
of Ontario and Quebec farmers. 
But the West, still lush fram 
heavy spring rains, looked for- 
ward to a mammoth 700 million 
bushel wheat crop which could 
even reach 1963's record of 723 
million bushels. 


Ontario farmers were indeed 
restive, and to express their dis-

pleasure at milk prices and 
other grievances they sent 
hundreds of slow-moving trac- 
tors onto the province’s high- 
ways. The Ontario Farmers’ Un- 
ion made it clear that milk 
prices (despite two increases in 
the past nine months), weren't 
the only thing they were unhap- 
py about. They also wanted )\a 
rebate on education tax paid by 
farmers, and universal medi- 
care. 


But for most Canadians, the 
most unsettling news of the 
summer was on the prices front, 
where the cost of living contin- 
ued to climb and a spate of 
strikes threatened to push 
prices higher if many more un- 


‘jonists gained substantial wage 


boosts. But who could blame the 
unionists? And labor economists 
were able to cite, with consider- 
able evidence, that wages were 
not always the main factor in 
determining price levels. 


Along with rising prices, defi- 
nite signs were beginning to 
emerge of a slowdown in major 
consumer purchases. New cars 
were the first to feel the pinch. 


Just as the Dominion Bureau of 


Statistics was reporting that car 
sales in Canada reached a 
record 830,000 units in 1965, 
auto makers were reporting de- 
clining sales throughout this 
spring and eammer, 


The case of Gerda Munsinger ° 


was back in the news with the 
release of Mr. Justice Spence’s 
report on what the RCMP had 
somewhat intemperately  de- 
scribed as a “classic case” of se- 
curity risk. But even the Spence 
report didn’t stir the excitement 
which had been expected, and 
the Seven Days escapade be- 
came an almost forgotten chap- 
ter in the continfing serial of 
CBC hi: jinks. 


The only major~ political 
squabble of mid-summer blew 
up over the intergration of the 
Canadian Forces. The revolt of 
the admirals caused a brief sen- 
sation but with our usual apathy 
toward things military, most 
Canadians (except perhaps resi- 
dents of military or port towns) 
couldn't care less. One cartoon- 
ist depicted an unhappy admiral 
being soothed by his wife with 
the comment, “Don't. . worry, 
Dear.

| First to address the group was Mr. 
Patrick. He explained that the Tweed 
| District was one of 22 located across 
| the province. Each District had its 
‘head office and chief ranger offices. 
| Chief Ranger Offices in the Tweed 
| District are ‘located at Bancroft, 
| Dacre, Napanee and Tweed. Tweed 
office is also responsible for the fish- 
ery research operation at Glenora 
and the: fish hatchery at White Lake. 

Branches in each district include 
t'mber, fish and wildlife, parks, lands, 
accounts, fire protection and re- 
search. There are about 115 perma- 
nent , staff members in the Tweed 
District. Seasonal help (lifeguards, 
tree planters and so on) swells the 
number of employees to 200 at times. 
The counties of Frontenac, Hastings, 
Lennox-and Addington and the south- 
ern part of Renfrew are included in 
the district. A Beaver aircraft based 
at Stoco Lake is a valuable aid in 
the Department's activities at Tweed 
and the Kemptville and Lindsay Dis- 
tricts. 

Bert Dunn, fire protection officer, 
classed fire prevention as the main 
item of concern in his branch. His 
department is responsible for protec- 
tion of a 4,700 square-mile area. Mr. 
Dunn noted that in the past 30 years, 
there has been only a small increase 
in the occurrence of fires in this dis- 
trict, in spite of the increased usage 
parts of the area have been receiving 


sible for the remaining 20 per cent,” 
advised Mr. Dunn. . 

He informed the group that there 
are 21 ilookout towers in the Tweed 
District. Up to two weeks ago, there 
had been 92 fires in the district this 
year with a total of 332 acres burned. 
Average number of fires per year is 
120. Cost of fire control is 9 cents 
per. acre. 

Fish and wild life officer Russ 
Whitfield, gave the visitors a run 
down on the activities of his branch, 
displaying maps on which year by 
year records are kept showing where 
infractions of the law occur. Using 
colored pins, the officers are able to 
record the location of seizures and 
convictions. Thirteen conservation 
officers are active in this district. 

Commenting on the introduction of

When the tour shifted to the Chief 
Ranger Office at Bancroft, the visi- 
tors inspected the tubed seeding pro- 
ject underway there on a somewhat 
smaller scale than in other parts of 
the province. Malcolm (Mac) Mc- 
Lean who introduced ihe revolution- 
ary planting method in 1957, was on 
hand to give information on the sub- 
ject. 

He and George Sinclair - both men 
are in the research branch - added 
the details as Frank Walker told the 
story of the process. ™ 

Sixteen districts in the province are 
involved .in the tubed seedling pro- 
ject and it is expected a total of 
16,700,000 plantings will be made 
this year. 

Open-end tubes, three inches in 
length, are filled with organic earth 
that is commonly called black muck. 
Fertilizer is added to the earth and 


tubes, with suction -supplied by 4 
machine similar to a vacuum cleaner. 
The seediings drop into the tubes 
when the suction is released, 

After a quarter-inch of sand is ad- 
ded, the trays are placed in a soak- 
ing vat and from there they are tran- 
sferred to a portable green house. 
During the early growing period, the 
temperature in the greenhouse is 80- 
85 degrees. Later, the temperature 
is lowered to 70-75 degrees. At Ban- 
croft, a period of about four weeks 
in the greenhouse prepares the seed- 
lings for their trip to planting areas. 
When the roots reach the bottom of 
the tube, the planting operation can 
begin. A planting stick makes the 
hole and then propels the seedling 
into the ground. The tubes decay, 
later, * 

This method is extremely useful in

A Warming Thought: 


DEAR SUSANNA: This is in 
praise of the empty plastic bot- 
tle with screw top as a substi- 
tute for the electric heating pad 
—- over which it does have ad- 
vantages. 


Filled with appropriately hot 
water, a*half gallon bleach bot- 


tle is a grand foot warmer. It 


needs no wrapping, can be 
pushed around by the feet to 
warm up all (fe foot area of the 
bed, and the soles’ of the feet, 
adjust nicely to its form and 
bulk. One can forget about it 
and go to sleep. No need to stay 


alert to “unplug” as there is no ~ 


dependence on electric outlets, 


or on placement of outlets. 


The quart size, even the kitch- 
en detergent ones, give grateful 
warmth when one is taking a 
nap in a cooolish room. Often I 
lay a couple of quart sized ones 
on a cushion under my stock- 
inged feet with e light cover 
over all to trap the heat while I 
sit knitting — as I do suffer 
from cold feet when inactive.

Not quite as spectacular, but justi- 
fiably worthy of. praise is the hobby 
of Dr. Burwell Charles.,A native of 
my present residence - Aurora, Ont- 
ario - Dr. Charles, upon graduation 
from University in dentistry, moved 
to my home city, Calgary, Alberta, 
to set up practice. Between the two 
world wars he was inspired to make 
home movies of that city’s famous 
pioneers, Now retired, he showed his 
collection recently to Julian West, 
prominent Calgarian. I have seen 
them and consider the reels of film 
remarkably professional for an ama- 
teur photographer. | 

Mr. West, who places a conserva- 
tive value of $10,000 on the collection 
“because there is no way they could 
ever be duplicated”, has offered to 
make a copy of the films, edit them 
and show them to the public as a 
centennial project. Julian West re- 
‘marked that they are a “tremendous 
record” of Calgary's early beginnings 
as the centre of an agricultural de- 
velopment to its now famous oil in- 
dustry.

The permits are already being sold 
at post offices. 

The wildlife service hopes to de- 
termine more accurately the number 
hunters, where and 


each species are killed and where and 
when the birds are killed. 

The. department also announced 
new bag and possession limits for all 
provinces. 

*Relaxed bag and possession limits 
in the Prairie provinces feature the 
new regulations, indicating much 
better water conditions and higher 
bird populations. 

Numbers nevertheless remain be- 
low the long-term averages. 

Bag limits are up to six, from five 
and possession limits to 12 from 10 
for both ducks and geese. Not more 
than half.of the ducks may be mal- 
lards and not more than five of the 
six geese may be Canada geese. 

In Mahiteba and Saskatchewan, 
only provinces with quotas for sand- 
hill cranes, the daily limit increases 


limit to eight from four. 
In Prince Edward Island and Nova 


“Scotia the black duck season is two 


to ‘three weeks later. The only other 
major ‘change occurs in British 
Colunibia, where the limit for black 
brant geese increases to four from 
three. 

Newfoundland and Labrador re- 
tain a.bag limit of six ducks and five 
geese with no possession limit, the 
season opening” Sept.*1 in Labrador 
and September 12. in Newfoundland. 

Limits in the Maritimes are six 
ducks daily and 12 in possession, five 
geese daily and 10 in possession, with 
the season in most- areas starting 
Oct. 1. Dates for black-duck hunting 
vary. 

Quebec hunters may shoot six 
ducks daily with 12 in possession, 
and five geese with 15 in possession. 
Season openings vary from Sept. 1 in 
Ungava to Sept. 24 in southern areas. 

Ontario limits are five daily and 10 
in possession for both ducks and 
geese, with season openings of Sept. 
15 in the north, Sept. 24 in the cen- 
tral district and Oct. 1 in southern 
areas.

«repe paper, and all cutting 
should be across’ the grain of 

‘wm =the ‘paper. 

Procedyre: Centres. Crush pa- 
per into a ball-shaped wad with 
diameter across top of about 3 
inches. Flatten top slightly and 
stretch and smooth a 6 inch 
square of paper over it. Pull 

ends straight down underneath. 
* Tie with fine wire allowing 
“skirt” to hang down below. 
Stamens. Cut a 4 inch wide 
#trip of dark brown or black pa- 
per 40-inches long. Stretch it 
lightly. With large = scissors, 
fringe the outer edge to a depth 
of 2 and a half inches. Double it 
lengthwise before winding it 
around the centre. Add a dab of 
* glue now and then as you wrap 
it around to keep the stamens 
~ from slipping — use only white 
transparent or bondfast glue. 
Pat the fringe (or stamens) in- 
to place gently as you work,

Petals. Design and cut your 
own large petals. About 5 and a 
half inches by 8 inches.

Completely straighten a 
wire coat hanger with heavy 
pliers, Use ripply unwound neck 
section for tup Of stems, ao & will 
hold better when wired. Lay this 
top end against the base of the 
flower. Wire it around and 
around, twisting it with pliers to 
tighten very securely. 

Covering Stem. Cut a long 2 
inches wide strip of green crepe 
paper (cut right through the en- 
tire package of paper). 

Glue one end to the top of the 
hanger where it is held against 
the base. Start  unrolling, 
stretching and wrapping it di- 
agonally around everything as 
you continue on down the stem. 
At the same time, keep turning 
in the outer edge about half an 
inch to make a firmer base. Dot 
glue here and there to help hold 
in place. 

Leaves. Simply designed 
green paper leaves can be in- 


‘serted along the stem as it is 


covered. 

One precaution — whatever 
you do, don’t water them!

own. After ten thousand miles by 
air he knew just what he wanted to 
build into the Paddle Queen. How- 
ever, time to take advantage of a 
summer season was running out. 
Fortunately his knowledge gained in 
the construction field stood him in 
good stead.
